Actually, I'm just lighting my Bar-B-Que here in sunny Texas! 

And everyone thought I was going to rant about hacking-up historic 
relics. Never! Excuse me...I have to sneeze! 

(Tearing-off a piece of the Bill of Rights....) 
"Ahhhhhhhhhhh-CHOOOO! " 


(wipe wipe....It's just an old paper...obsolete, right?

Anyways, as I've said before, these folks are talking about 
changes to a pre-hacked rig. I don't see a thing wrong with 
experimentation on a corpse. Previously-modified BC-453s 
are as plentiful as fleas on a Texas hound dog, so 

bring out the table saw and crowbars. 


An exception concerns very rare items, which could provide 
valuable parts and information if not further destroyed. 

Here's a good example; I acquired an RAT-1 

receiver from a list member a while ago. This is an

He drilled the dial 
(to calibrate it), drilled holes in the top (to try to 
re-calibrate it), hacked a huge hole in the rear deck 

to mount a very nasty AC supply, and did other silly 

and unneeded mods. What he got for all his trouble was 

less then he started with, and it went onto the junk table 

at some hamfest. Pity. The factory calibration procedure 

is simple and works fine. Everything he sought to 

do could have been done on an external chassis. 

It took major organ donations and rewiring to bring it to life. 
RAT-1 #33 receives CB just fine today, with a properly-calibrated 
dial and a dynamotor happily purring away. 


Here's an example of a well-planned modification 

from Tom, KITA. He needs only tack-onto points in the rig 
to connect this additional deck and all the improvements 
he seeks are accomplished without drills, 

hacksaws or dynamite: 


>Most of the BC-348s around now have already 

>suffered the indignity of having an 

>AC supply installed in the internal dynamotor well. 

>I never thought much of that plan 

(too much heat dumped inside the rig case), and 

>I don't mind having an external AC supply taking 

>up shack space. So, a scrap of sheet aluminum has been 
>cut, filed, and drilled to fit in the dynamotor well, 
>screwed into the dynamotor mounting bosses. It is big enuff 
>to hold the mixer, oscillator, 2 stages of 85KC IF 
>with cans (scrapped from a basket case ARC-5), 

>a product detector, and one 

>additional stage of audio amplification. 


That's using your head, Tom! You may not make a Porsche 
out of a model-T, but you sure souped-it-up. I'd rather 
here the dynamotor sing, but that's just me...

I think those were simply a "high" current version of the 1N34, a 
germanium diode. Germanium solid state devices have 1/2 the forward 
voltage drop that silicon devices have: .3 volt as opposed to .6 volt. 
Therefore, there would be only .3 volt getting to the RF amp. instead of 
.6. Since the R-1004 is pretty senisitive and has no AGC that could make 
a difference to the operator.

weeks ago. The manual flatly states the "...for maximum performance of 
the receiver, a separate antenna should be used, especially on the lower 
frequencies." Most of us have complained of about 1/2 the sensitivity 


when using the transmitter's antenna when compared to using a separate 
antenna. If you examine the circuit diagram, you will see an 18 pFd cap 
which couples the receiver to the antenna through the key contacts. 
However, there are also a lot of other transmitter components in the same 
circuit. Perhaps the problem is related to "suck out", or that some of 
the other transmitter components cause a loss of RF somewhere since they 
aren't perfect open circuits at RF. RF chokes and such like. I have 
suspected that the RF choke in the cathode circuit of the transmitter is 
at fault. 


Concerning maintenance, there appears to be none required. I have a copy 
of a letter sent by a retired Special Forces Comm. Specialist on an SF "A" 
team (also a ham) who went into some detail on his use of the GRC-109 in 
combat and otherwise. He says that it was nearly indestructible, and 
ALWAYS worked. It saved many lives. The letter was sent to me through 

the kindness of W7VZX Bob Rolfness. I will send copies to anyone who 
wants them. 


I would really love to hear your GRC-109 on the air. 


BTW, Fair Radio still has a few of the large power supply for those. 

Also batteries for the R-1004, the GN-58 hand-cranked generator, the 
CN-590/GRC-109 cable which connects the GN-58 to the 109, and the DY-88, 
(originally made for the GRC-9, but which also works for the GRC-109). The 
CN-590/GRC-109 cable also plugs directly into the DY-88. 


Concerning the R-1004, the mixer tube is a 1L6, discussion of which has 
been going on here for some time. That tube is also used in Zenith 
TransOceanics. Although you can still buy it, it costs upwards of $30.00 
each. Radio Shack has them for $84.95. I have been experimenting with 
using a 1AC6 in its place. This REQUIRES swapping the wiring to pins 5 and 
6 at the mixer socket and then realignment. The 1AC6 is available for as 
little as $1.00 at hamfests. Its filament current requirements are exactly 
the same as the 1L6. It appears to be a much "hotter" tube and really 
improved the performance of my R-1004, especially above 12 mHz. 


Although the preformance of the receiver with the 1L6 is adequate when the 
tube is new, as the tube ages, performance drops off starting with the 
high end (24 mHz) and slowly going down in frequency. My own R-1004 had 
become practically useless at 20 meters when I finally made the change to 
a new 1AC6. 


Anyway, I would really like to see how many of the GRC-109s can be gotten 
together on 40 some evening. I have worked 35 countries with mine in the 5 


years I have had it. It is great fun to work DX with it when everyone 
else is running much higher power, better antennas, and VFO.

Further discussion of the lack of receiver sensitivity when used QSK: 


John and I have carefully examined the circuit to the extent of removing 
parts associated with the TX-RX antenna changeover circuit and have NOT 
discovered what the problem is. Perhaps someone with more knowledge and 
experience in the design of such circuits would be curious enough to take 
a look at the schematic and be kind enough to help. I would send a copy 
of the circuit involved to anyone who wishes to try. I have come to the 
conclusion that the problem is inherent in the design and was probably 
some sort of a compromise involving the desire to NOT use a relay anywhere 
in the circuit in the interests of reliability. It IS ingenious. 


There has been a report from at least ONE user of the 109 who told us that 
he had NO loss of signal. 


We are really at a loss here. 

As John said, most of us just live with it. I did try relay switching in 
one of my T-784s and that solved the problem, but then again, I really 
don't want to do that as a permanent mod.

Hi all, 
Strange things going on with a matchbox - would love some assistance: 


I have a 275 watt model which is used with 300 ohm twinlead going to a 90 
ft vertical plus a few radials. It works fine and will tune to low swr at 
just about any freq. I was extolling the virtues to a friend and at the 
last swap meet, at my recommendation, the friend bought a matchbox. The 
one he got is fancier than mine -- it has the built in meter, a 2nd remote 
meter in a box, the antenna coupler, and a mod to allow tuning of coax-fed 
antennas. It is this latter mod which is at the heart of the problem. 


My friend called me up to complain that the matchbox does not work with 
his transceiver/antenna system. These are a Kenwood TS-820 and a 10 meter 
vertical. He has the matching Kenwood tuner which works fine, and will 
even match the 10 meter vertical on 20 meters, which is how he uses the 
radio most of the time. 


I borrowed his matchbox and tried it with my antenna and found it to be 
perfect - identical to my own matchbox. I don't have a coax-fed antenna, 
so my next step was to trundle over to his place with a whole bunch of 
patch cables, directional wattmeter and assorted stuff. I even brought my 
TR-7 thinking there might be some strange interaction between the output 
tuning network of the TS-820 (a 6146 I think). 


Indeed, the matchbox was very poor compared to the Kenwood tuner at 
matching the 10 meter vertical at 20 meters. The best we could do was 
about 3:1, but this was with the ground jumper xnot*x connected on the 
Matchbox. I took apart the matchbox and found the coax-antenna mod to be 
exactly as described in the manual, in fact it looks like it was done at 
the factory. In case you haven't seen this, the mod is to ground one rotor 
of the output tuning cap and tie the center conductor of a SO-239 to the 
non-grounded side. With the cap grounded as it should be, we could not 
match the coax antenna at all! 


One possibility is that the Johnson matchbox is just poor at matching coax 
fed antennas. I hope this is not the case, as I will certainly have egg on 
my face after telling this fellow that no one has ever made a better 
tuner. This may be true for single wire or balanced lines but... 


Another possibility is that there is something broken with the matchbox. 
If so, it must be extremely subtle, and not visible by simple inspection. 


Finally, it is possible that the manual's description of the mod to make 
is not an acceptable one, or there is an error in the manual and different 
mod is required for this to work.

If you change ISP (IntexNet Service Provider), simply send me an 
email advising the change, and I will do my best to implement the 
change quickly. 


For those unfortunates, whose ISP has made a change without advising 
their customers of the potential impact of that change on 
subscribers to email lists like the boatanchors, where one must 

be a subscriber to post to the list, try to follow along... 


Under some circumstances, the changes to your email address are 
"transparent" to you, but prevent posting. I get error notification 
for these kinds of problems, and I try to work them out. However, 

I may miss one, and on this end, the process is anything BUT 
automatic. 


You have a bigger stick than I do. You and your ISP have the primary 
responsibility to repair the problems caused by the change at the 
ISP. I have zero leverage with your ISP, and you have great leverage. 


Most ISP maintain a customer service department to help with problems 
like these. This should be your first line of support for email 
problems. I am happy to assist and consult, but try to understand 

that when your ISP makes a change to their email handler, and that 
change prevents you from posting to the boatanchors list, I can help, 
but resolving this problem is your responsibility, working with your 
ISP. I am but a volunteer, contributing my time to administer the list.
